Upon receiving a borrower's card, children 
are permitted to borrow a toy for one week. If 
returned on time and in good condition, the child 
ig permitted to borrow another.

The doll must be brought back 
three times for a check up to make sure the 
new owner is being a good mother. The Dianas 
furnish all the honor toys.
